MWC Trims An Already Tight Budget, 

Tuition Costs to Remain the Same in' 77

"We are not going to go up on 
tuition," President of the Col- 
lege, Prince Woodard, 
declared in an interview about 
the college budget last Thurs- 
day. "The board has taken a 
position and certainly the ad- 
& ministration has taken a posi- 
tion. We are going to live 
within whatever revenues we 
get, because we think tuition is 
high enough." 

The statement by the presi- 
dent comes in the wake of in- 
dications from the state 
legislature in Richmond that 
Mary Washington, which 
depends more on student fees 
to operate than any other state 
supported college or university 
in Virginia, may receive more 
aid in the near future. 

"At last year's session of the 
legislature, they went on 
record as subscribing in prinic- 
ple that 70% of the operating 
budget (that part of the budget 
having to do with mainly 
educational expenses) of 
college institutions, should 
come from state tax funds." 
This meant that while some 
schools faced the prospect of 
higher tuitions, institutions 
P like Mary Washington, under 
the 70% margin, were told to 
"hold the line" on tuition till 
additional funds could be ap- 
propriated. 

"They didn't give us any 
more money," said the presi- 
dent, "but I have great hope 
that they will do it. We've sold 
the principle, but we've sold it 
at a time when the state is in 
debt. If they had money, I'm 



sure we would have gotten 
some." However, Woodard 
said he didn't think there was 
"any possibility" of the tuition 
being lowered if the money 
comes through because there 
were other priorities. "The 
highest single priority that 
needs to be met is to increase 
faculty salaries," he em- 
phasized. 

He pointed out as well the 
need for * surplus in 
revenues— to account for any 
unforseen emergencies. "At 
any point in time there has to 
be a reserve because you never 
know what's going to happen. 
We don't panic on a one year 
basis because again you can 
pull it out of the reserve, but on 
the overall, long range, it is a 
pay as you go operation." 

The college has, however, 
been exploring other means to 
increase revenues and to check 
costs. One of these has been the 
establishment of a college 
foundation. "We were the only 
college in the state not to have 
a foundation", said Woodard, 
who also pointed out how 
monies received under the 
auspices of the Foundation 
would not be taxable nor sub- 
ject to state control, as 
previously. Woodard called the 
foundation "a reservoir 
whereby we can receive gifts 
and grants" and pointed out 
how it would "open up another 
door" for the college through 
its active seeking of support 
from corporations, businesses 
and interested people. 

He noted the importance of 
the alumni in the foundation 



not so much as donors, as they 
already contribute substantial- 
ly to their own association, but 
more in terms of helping the 
foundation find out where it 
should look for aid. "We see 
the alumni helping us know 
who we ought to go to in terms 
of seeking support." 

Why has Mary Washington 
been so low on the list of 
schools receiving state funds? 
"By being a girls school, Mary 
Washington has never had any 
representative down in the 
legislature," said Woodard. 
"If we were a coed school it 
just stands to reason that some 
of the alumni would end up in 
the legislature. If you have 
people who are active in the 
legislature who are alumni of a 
college— they do have great in- 
terest in that college. It does 
make a difference." 

The president added that 
MWC's connection with UVA 
may also have hampered our 
lobbying efforts by making us, 
although "not deliberately so," 
a "secondary consideration." 

"We didn't have our own 
board of visitors to be out there 
fighting for us. Boards of 
visitors are usually (made up 
of) very distinguished people 
high in the state, who know 
people in the legislature and so 
forth." 

Although he thinks Mary 
Washington's position in the 
legislature is better now than it 
has been, he emphasized that 
this was in no way a reflection 
on the previous college ad- 
ministration. "I think MWC is 



(now) very much recognized in 
a political sense," he said ad- 
ding later that his comments 
were "in no way criticisms of 
the previous administration. I 
don't think anybody could have 
done a better job than the 
previous president." 



The position of the Assistant 
Dean for Instruction will be 
eliminated this July 1 as part 
of the reorganization and 
economy program begun by 
the president this semester. 

The move, announced March 
16, will eliminate Dean 
Lawrence Wishner's job, leav- 
ing him to resume a full time 
teaching position in the 
Chemistry Department. 

The responsibility for the 
summer and continuing educa- 
tion programs, formerly the 
responsibilities of the Assis- 
tant Dean for Instruction, will 
be transferred to Vice- 
President of the college, A.R. 
Merchent. In addition, to 
lessen the load of the Vice- 
Presdient, two of his respon- 
sibilities will be transferred to 
other offices. The Dean of Stu- 
dent Services, Juanita Cle- 
ment, will as of July 1, 1977, 
supervise the Infirmary, and 
Vice-President for Develop- 
ment and MIS, William Ander- 
son, will become responsible 
for the Office of Information 
Services.

The lack of effective lines of communica- 
tions between the student body and the Ad- 
ministration is as much a problem at MWC 
as it is at other institutions of higher learn- 
ing. Though this issue has recently been one 
of the SA's greatest concerns, the com- 
munications problem here has hampered 
students' efforts throughout the year. 
Granted, both students and members of the 
Administration have recognized the com- 
munications division, but has anything real- 
ly been done to solve the problem? 

Poor relations between Administrators 
and students prevail at many state and na- 
tionwide colleges and universities. Each 
school system has its individual way of deal- 
ing with the problem, whether it is eventual- 
ly solved or not. At MWC, there is indeed 
quite a bit of talk about the communications 
problem, but clearly not enough action 
towards improvement. 

■ - 

At the February meeting of the Board of 
Visitors, SA President Gwen Phillips 
vocalized the consensus of student discon- 
tent concerning the communications pro- 
blem. Phillips said this barrier has 
prevented a number of issues from even be- 
ing considered this year. The Board of 
Visitors merely expressed a concern for the 
students' unhappiness, and suggested that 
students work towards better lines of com- 
munication with Administrators. If the 
Board, which is the governing body of our 
college, cannot offer us a solution to the pro- 
blem, then the answers must come from the 
students themselves. 

We have been at a standstill in com- 
munications with the Administration for the 
past year. Clearly, the Administration will 
not institute a change; the students must. A 
serious effort of students working together 
towards improvement is called for. A clear 
assessment of the reasons for the com- 
munications barrier, and a workable pro- 
gram of reform are needed. Perhaps, even 
after the suggested changes, the Administra- 
tion will still maintain its present policies, 
but at least a strong student effort will have 
been demonstrated.

Have you ever wondered 
what it would be like to walk 
between two or three miles just 
for your bread and water? 
Campus Christian Community 
members have recognized the 
appalling crisis of starvation 
throughout the world, and will 
sponsor a CROP walk in honor 
of the hungry, Saturday, April 
2. 

CCC members will organize 
a community-wide campaign 
for CROP, a nationwide pro- 
gram of Christian concern 
which raises money and other 
gifts for the less fortunate of 
the world, CROP provides 
emergency food in times of 
disaster, and it sends seeds, 
tools, and other aid for 
development projscts in 
foreign countries as well as our 
own. CROP has assisted many 
American families struck by 
disaster, including the Virginia 



victims of the James River 
flood. 

CROP provides food for war 
refugees, orphans and other 
homeless people, shipping 195 
million pounds of food, seeds, 
and tools in tens of thousands 
of hungry people in fifty coun- 
tries. CROP money supports 
mother care centers, family 
planning clinics, cooperatives 
and agricultural scholarship 
programs. 

Although CROP was created 
by the churches and is govern- 
ed by a committee of Church 
World Service, the group does 
not seek gifts within congrega- 
tions and does not receive 
grants from denominations. 
The primary purpose of CROP 
is to provide a channel through 
which church people can work 
with others of goodwill to stop 
hunger.

Drama Department Produces "Dr. Faustus"

The Faust legend has been 
one of the most popular and 
most durable stories in world 
literature. In the past few hun- 
dred years it has turned up in 
everything from Goethe to 
Broadway's Damn Yankees to 
those B-movie kings, the 
Bowery Boys. One of the 
earliest and best versions of 
the Faust legend is Dr. 
, Faustus, written in the late six- 
teenth century by Christopher 
Marlowe, a contemporary of 
Shakespeare. It was this ver- 
sion of the Faust legend that 
the Mary Washington Drama 
department staged for their 
third major production of the 



year. 

Marlowe's play was adapted 
for this production by Bill 
Kemp of the College English 
Department, who also served 
as association director to 
director Dennis DaLuisoon the 
production. The traditional im- 
age of Faustus is of a man 
caught in a dilemma between 
the forces of good and evil, 
with the focus primarily on 
Faustus and his world. In this 
production the satanic under- 
world of Mephistophilis and 
Lucifer occupied the position 
of dramatic importance. The 
emphasis was on the occult, 
complete with conjurings, ap- 
paritions and a sinister Black 



Mass. The Hack Mass seemed 
to be inserted more for shock 
value than anything else and 
the ceremony was too intense 
to mesh cohesively with the 
rest of the play. But the under- 
world dominance served as an 
interesting effect nonetheless, 
providing a formidable foil to 
the avariscious Dr. Faustus. 

As Faustus .Doug Lorber ex- 
ecuted an acting tour de force, 
threatening to eclipse 
everyone else on stage. His 
facial expressions— especially 
the evil gleam in his 
eyes— served as a dramatic ex- 
clamation point to his ably 
spoken dialogue. His closing 
soliloquy was an especially ef-

His major publications in- 
clude Aspects of Language, 
Modern Spanish, Forms of 
English, Degree words, and In- 
terrogative structures of 
American English. 

Dr. Bolinger's visit has been 
arranged through the Univer- 
sity Center of Virginia. 



fective portrait of a man 
ravaged by his own wrong- 
doings, a tragic and terrified 
figure on his way to hell. 

As Mephistophilis, Faustus' 
foil, Richard Maniscalco was 
approximately cunning, while 
David Satterwhite's Lucifer 
was believably righteous in his 
evilness. Also notable was 
Terri Gladney as the angel of 
Faustus' conscience, who ex- 
pressed more through mime 
and movement than most per- 
formers do through that com- 
bination plus dialogue. The 
onslaught of the Seven Deadly 
Sins near the end of Act One 
provided opportunities for 
several stand-out per-

formances, most notably Scott 
Sharer as Pride, Debbie 
Dawson as Sloth, Deborah 
Rundgren as Gluttony, and 
Tim Flatt as Envy. Flatt 
doubled this role with that of 
Pope Hadrian, in which he also 
excelled, especially in the 
play's best comic scene, the 
Pope's bout with the invisible 
Faustus. 

In addition to the company's 
acting strength were the equal- 
ly strong technical details. Jef- 
frey Hunter's set design, 
Kathleen William's costumes, 
Scott Sharer's lighting and Rob 
Hall's make-up design 
generated the necessary spirit 
of evil. The only technical flaw 
of the production was the over- 



ly long film sequence closing 
the show, a sequence which 
looked more like Helter Skelter | 
than Dr. Fausus. Faustus 
seemed to be evil incarnate 
rather than the frightened and 
tragic figure etched by Lorber 
in the play proper. But maybe 
that was the intent. 

Despite the quality of the 
various aspects of this produc- 
tion of Dr. Faustus, there was 
still something missing, thus 
preventing the complete suc- 
cess of the production. The 
parts did not jell to form a suc- 
cessful whole. The play never 
captured your imagination, 
despite efforts of those involv- 
ed. Somehow the key to the 
whole thing seemed to be miss- 
ing.

Phyllis Quinn, a Mary 
Washington College senior 
from McLean, won two races 
in the recent sta»e swimming 
and diving meet held in Nor- 
folk. Miss Quinn's two vic- 
tories helped MWC to a second- 
place finish overall among 
Division II colleges and univer- 
sities in Virginia. 

Quinn won both the 200-yard 
freestyle and 50-yard butterfly 
events with clockings of 2:09.7 
and 29.4, respectively. At the 
meet, Miss Quinn also helped 
the 200-yard freestyle relay 
team to a victory in a record 
1:48.3 time. 

In addition to these first- 
place finishes, Miss Quinn also 
managed a second-place finish 
in the 500-yard freestyle, and 
swam a leg in the 200-yard 
medley relay team which 
came in second in that race. 

Though the annual state 
meet usually marks the end of 
the swimming season among 
Virginia colleges and univer- 
sities, Miss Quinn and four 
other MWC swimmers have 
qualfied for the national cham- 
pionships to be held March 10- 
12 at Clarion, Pa. In those 
championships, she will be 



swimming as a part of both the 
200-yard medley relay team 
. and the 200-yard freestyle 
relay team. 

Kathy Bowdring, a Mary 
Washington College 
sophomore from Alexandria, 
Va., won one individual race 
and participated on a winning 
relay team at the 
Virginia state swimming 
held in Norfolk, Va. Her vic- 
tories helped Mary 
Washington College to a 
second-place finish among all 
Division II colleges and univer- 
sities in the state. 

Miss Bowdring, who is a 
chemistry major at the liberal 
arts school, won the 50-yard 
freestyle event at the state 
meet with a 27.2 clocking, and 
swam one leg of the 200-yard 
freestyle relay in its record- 
setting 1:48.3 race. That relay 
team has qualified for the na- 
tional small college swimming 
competition which will take 
place March 10-12 in Clarion, 
Pa. 

A St. Mary's Academy 
graduate, Miss Bowdring also 
managed a second-place finish 
in the 100-yard freestyle event 
at the state meet.

Washington College freshman 
from Arlington, Va., was on a 
winning relay team, a second- 
place relay team and took one 
individual second place in the 
recent statewide swimming 
and diving championships held 
in Norfolk, Va. Her victory 
points helped Mary 
Washington College earn the 
second-place taerth in the stan- 
dings among Division II col- 
leges and universities in the 
state. 

Miss Luscavage, a pre- 
foreign service major, swam 
one leg in the 200-yard 
freestyle relay race in which 
the MWC swimmers set a new 
record with a 1:48.3 clocking.
